An Answer Congress Should 
Make to Dictator Mussolini 


* “He Warns Democracies.” 
Those three words describing Mussolini's 
threat of war is the aptly descriptive head- 
line on the Rome Fascist Dictator’s speech 
on Italy's formal withdrawal from the 
League of Nations. 
There is no longer much pretense about 
it. The Fascist aggressors, united in a triple 
war alliance, are aiming at the peace and 
freedom of ALL democratic countries. 
In this situation a re-examination of the 
so-called American Neutrality Act is imper- 
ative, if the peace wishes of the American 
people are to become peace realities, instead 
of misguided and tragic hopes. 
Keep in mind Mussolini’s unmistakable 
threat against the American people, along 
with the people of France, England and 
the Soviet Union, as well as the many 
smaller nations. Do not forget the mingled 
shriek of Japanese bombs and the agonized 
cries of hundreds of thousands of non- 
combatants as the whole world is threat- 
ened to be ignited by Japan’s aggression 
in the Far East. Never, for a second, over- 
look Italian and German Fascist interven- 
tion against Spanish democracy. 
And with these terrible facts ever present 
let us soberly examine how the Neutrality 
Act can be amended and transformed into 
a real instrument of peace. 
Congress has before it a Joint Resolu- 
tion, introduced by Representative Jerry J. 
O'Connell of Montana, that implements, 
through amending the Neutrality Act, the 
historical peace speech that President Roose- 
velt delivered in Chicago on Oct. 5. 
Now remember the ostrich - isolation of 
the Neutrality Act did not keep war out of 
the Pacific nor from spreading nearer and 
nearer to American shores. 
Isolation did not prevent Mussolini from 
making his direct, unmistakable and terrible 
threats of war against ALL democracies. 
In line with President Roosevelt's decla- 
ration that to preserve world peace it is 
necessary to quarantine the aggressor na- 
tions, the Joint Resolution introduced by 
Congressman O’Connell proposes that the 
Neutrality Act hereafter be known as the 
Peace Act. 
Specifically the proposed amendment goes 
on to state: 
“Whenever the President shall find that 
an act of aggression has been committed 
he shall proclaim such fact and shall name 
the aggressor in such proclamation.” 
Then: 
“It shall be unlawful to export or cause 
to be exported arms, ammunition or im- 
plements of war from any place in the 
U. S. te any aggressor named in such 
proclamation.” 
The proposed Peace Act provides other 
means to prevent aggressors. from obtain- 
ing credits, using American ships or sup- 
plies for the purpose of its aggression. 
Coneretely that would mean declaring 
Japanese fasgist-militarism as an aggressor, 
and stopping’ all war supplies to Japan. 
It would mean branding Italian and Ger- 
man Fascism as aggressors, and employing 
the proposed provisions of this amended law 
against them and in the interest of collec- 
tive action with those nations desiring peace. 
Thus, instead of putting a premium on 
aggression by (as the present Neutrality 
Act permits) penalizing the im on 
equal terms with the aggressors, the viola- 
tors of world peace would be pointed out, 
brandéd and prevented from. obtaining 
war supplies in this country. 
So that there shall be no mistake about 
it, the proposed Peace Act gives a very clear 

finition of an aggressor as any nation 
which declares war against another state or 
“invades territory of a second state with its 
armed forces without declaration of war.” 
Every one of the well-recognized types of 
Fascist aggression is specified so that the 
Fascist war-mongers would come within the 
purview of this law. 

The President of the United States, in 
his Chicago speech, outlined the new tasks 
before the American people to preserve peace 
in the face of renewed fascist aggression. ~ 

In the two months since then the threat 
of Fascist aggression has become infinitely 
more ominous. 

The triple Fascist war alliance is now 
a terrible fact. 
Mussolini, Hitler and Araki are hurl- 
ing their insults, blackmail demands, and 
war provocations against the peace-desir- 
ing and democracy-loving nations. 
The Peace Bill should become law at the 
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earliest possible moment. ‘ 
It contains a powerful implementation of 
President Roosevelt's Chicago peace speech. 
It would transform that speech into the law 
of the land to become a force for world col- 
laboration for peace, 
Urge that Congress pass it immediately. 
The Peace Act must become one of the 
most powerful instruments for the American 
people to keep the peace of the United States 
and to help keep the peace of the world.
